OUR GUEST ARTISTS 


WILLIAM L. KING, was born in Philadelphia and received his education in 
the Public Schools and was graduated from West Philadelphia High School. 
His first piano teacher was Gilbert Anderson, Director of the Philadelphia 
Concert Orchestra. For a period of 20 years he was the accompanist for 
Roland Hayes and Marion Anderson. He was Miss Anderson's accompanist 
at her first concert at Carnegie Hall and also when she won the award of 
the New York Philharmonic Orchestra and when she sang with them at 
the Stadium Concerts in New York City. He was also her accompanist 
when she sang at the Academy of Music here in Phila, In 1930 he went 
to Germany to study piano under Dr. Kurt Johnen. He became the 
Organist and Choirmaster at the Church of the Crucifixion in 1912 and 
remained there until he became the Organist at St. Luke’s Chapel of St. 
Martin's Parish in New York City in 1948. In 1950 he became the 
Organist and Choirmaster at St. Martin’s Parish, N.Y.C., the position he 
still holds. 


GERALD WEALE is the Organist and Choirmaster of St. Paul's Episcopal 
Church in Englewood, New Jersey. He holds the certificates of Associate 
and Choirmaster in the American Guild of Organists. He has served the 
guild as National Councillor and Chairman of the National Committee 
on Choral Music and Composition. His early organ study was at his alma 
mater, Columbia University, where he will shortly complete the require- 
ments for the Doctorate. He has served as organist for Hunter College in 
New York and is on the organ faculty of Manhattanville College in 
Westchester. He has appeared in recital in New York and abroad. 


LUTHER B. SAXON last appeared in Philadelphia on the occasion of the organ 
recital played by William L. King in Holy Trinity Church three years ago. 
He was so well received that Mr. King decided to ask him to assist on this 
present program to be given for the benefit of the Church of the Cruci- 
fixion. Mr. Saxon is an established artist in his own right and is well 
known to the music-loving public of Philadelphia. He created the role of 
Joe in the folk-opera Carmen Jones. He was the tenor soloist with 
DePaur’s Infantry Chorus on their tours in the United States and in Europe. 
Mr. Saxon is at present on the soloists in St. Martin’s choir in New York 
City, a position he has held for the past 15 years. He has also occupied 
the position of choir director at the Zion Baptist Church of this city, and 
was winner of the Marion Anderson scholarship fund which enabled him 
to study with the famous Mme. Freschel at the Curtis Institute of Music. 


THE CANTERBURY CHOIR of St. Mark’s Church was founded in 1952 to 
supplement the Parish Choir of Boys and Men. Providing service music 
for special occasions as its first concern, the Choir has presented at least 
four Evensong-Concerts every year since its founding. The Choir makes a 
completely choral service possible all year at St. Mark's by singing during 
the summer while the Boy Choir is on vacation. New members are always 
welcome in this voluntary organization. 


WESLEY A. DAY, Choirmaster and Organist of St. Mark’s Parish, is a native 
of Boston, where he studied with concert organist E. Power Biggs, and the 
sometime Dean of Liturgical Musicians, Everett Titcomb. He held choir- 
master posts in Boston, New Orleans, and Chicago. He is a Past Dean of 
the American Guild of Organists, and is a member of the Faculty of 
Clarke Conservatory in Philadelphia,

HISTORICAL DISCLOSURE 


Chuck of the Crucifixion 


(Protestant Episcopal) 


The movement which resulted in the establishment of this church was made 
by a respectable gentleman, Mr. Thomas A. Latimer, a layman of St. Paul’s Church 
of this city about February 15, 1846. He rented a room of suitable dimensions for 
Divine Worship and invited the colored population to attend. 


For nearly three-fourths of the first year, the mission was chiefly dependent 
for religious services on the rectors of some of the largest of our city churches. 


On the 1st of November, 1846, Rev. Edward C. Jones became connected with 
the mission, and Divine Worship was conducted by him, statedly at a building 
on Bedford Street called Temperance Hall, for a period of six months. By the exer- 
tions of Mr. Latimer, in a short time, a church was duly organized, namely as an 
“Episcopal Free Mission Church” about April 12, 1847. Soon after, Articles of Asso- 
ciation as a Church, under the name of “Church of the Crucifixon” were proposed, 
submitted to the Bishop and Standing Committee, presented to the convention 
and accepted, as stated above. Attendance at that time averaged 90—5/6 colored 
and 1/6 white. 


The buildings have been subjected to fire and the forces of nature but the 
spiritual and charitable work has continued since its inception under the able 
leadership of the following clergymen:
